I'lie most approved to ilate are a.s- 
plialt. and viiiiiled brick. Asphalt 
18 finooth iieaiitiful.and when pr(iper- 
ly constructed, durable and alnmst 
noiseleas, but is expensive t» liuild 
dutty in dry weat hei, and slippery 
when wet,doaa not aland tbe heaviest 
trafflc,aad ia aaid to ba alleotad more 
or lata by oUaatle eoaditioaa. Vit- 
rifled brlok are being used axuntlve- 
ly in the large cities. cs|>ecially where 
the liaiiliog is heavy. This material 
costs less than a«plialt. wears well 
and is proving very sstisfa tory with 
the exception of two important jxiihts, 
viz: The noise of pai-.in.j velii< les 
over bri -k streets is almost uui weara- 
ble, and to drive over such streets in 
an ordinary carriaga ia noat trying 
on aanaltiva aarraa, wblla the un- 
yielding aurface ol tba brick carriage 
way is killing oa liva atoek, thus 
yoa will obeerro tbat aaitber of 
the materials conceded to be tbe 
liest. are without o'ljecti ms.

None (>f these cities 
are near cement gravel, know praeti- 
cally little of il, and if il was a proven 
sncceaa, woold doubllcst cost as 
much in aiaay catea to gat it, aa ooits 
thaaa ezpanaive matariab abova men 
tionad, tharatora I aai aot prepare i 
to abandon for atraat balMing a com- 
mo<lity, which nature has ao lavishly 
placeii at our doors, without a most 
lliorongli trial I refer to our gravel
